Offenders and Probation Branch, Lforitho ycar onding March 31et, 1970. 

There havo doen many changce over the past year, both at tha Pes 
Provincial level, which have inercased the activition of this Branch, end also tum 
creased our ares of responsibility, . 

Tho following changes in the Criminal Code, agsonted to Juno 27th, 1969, 
have inereasod our work lead considerably:

a) Changing the period of time that a Probat4ton Order my remin dn force 
from tio to threes yoars, inercascs tho member of people being euparviccd at any one 
tino; 

b) The incrsase in elisibllity for probation from that of a first of 
to any offender whore a minimum pwiisment to not provided by law, has placed miny 
formerly insliglble persons en probation; 


c) Providins fur fines, plus predation, and a sacl sentease, plus probation, 


has ineressedouriworlt* Loadsconsiderably. © We find that many psrsone wio previously 
wouldvhave bcén  doslt with oy being “baprisonedy ave mari reeéivine a pool scatcncs 


follevwed by probation. In our work with these cases, wo have en added responsibility 
of keeping track of these people on dalayod Probation Onbéngsaht in establishing csn- 
tact with them to assist with thelr return to society. Procedure his been establishes 
to soe that theso inmates are visited by a Probation Oificer, post~relcass plens tre 
formlized in co-operation with the Corroctional Institutions Branch, and liaison with 
the community and inmates are wndertakon. 

It is £150 observed that the philosophical approach to corrections is chanzinz, 
and more and more enphasis is being placcd on probation, which is oficn referred to as 
*the corner stone of moder corractional carat, } 

73 Tho Task Force Report, boing the Presidentts Cozsalasion on Law Enforcement in 
tho administration of justice in the United Statas, states the fdloiing: “Tho bast dite 
availablo indicatos that probation offors one of tho most sicnificant prospects for al= 
foctive programs in corractions. It is aleo cloar that at least two cormoncnts ars 
necdod to mike it oporate woll, The first 4s a system that facilitates effactivo 


docision making as to who should rocelvo probations tho second io the axlutence of 
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good community programa to which offenders can bo assipned." 
On the Canadian scono, tho most rocent study is the Report of the Canadian 
Committeo on Corrections, known as the Ouimot Report. Among its recommendations 


are the following:

Although these recommendations are not binding upon the Courts at the 
present time, the thinking is permeating the judicial area and our requests for 
Pre-Sentencs Reports have increased considerably since the Report was published. 

On June lst, 1969, the Juvenile Institutions were transferrci from the 
Correetional Institutionsl Branch to this Braneh. We were the recipients, of a 
well administered program and, asa whole, 4 most dedicated steff. The oricinal 
accommodation for juveniles was established at the Bowden Institution in January 


of 1952, and consisted of a lean-to on the side of tho old hangor which was the 


only, buliding, on the propsrty. Some yebaft, tranefcrred from the Agult Secticn and 
Bddiim@enalloraiiomensens wore nived Tovepenatic aucevarate program, imcludine 2 


teacher to conduct rezular classes, Tha value cf outdoor cemsiny has long been 
recopniceds and spiconecsedyby therstafivat Bowden. «In the first sumucr of 1952, a4 
camp was arranged under canvas at Red Lodze Park. Since that early camp, they 
have never missed providing this experience for studenty who qualitied. In speaking 
of the camp program, Mr. Sawataky, in charge of the Juvenile Section, stated, "Out 
of the seventcen annual camps, five of them required a development in a new area, 
three new sitos were developed, in the Red Lodge Park area, as we brushed out and 
cleared ono area, the Provincisl Park the following year would expand into it, and 
we would move further into the bush. In later years, wo uscd trailers fro:n the 
Forestry Camps, and located in sereral different areas, The last yoar wo developed 
an area at Jackfish Lako, Many worthwhile and meaningful exporicnces were gleaned 
by the boys and the staff," Wo have also made rathor extensive use of the Life Li: 
Camps for both boys and girls in our Institutions. We plan on continuing and en- 
larging the camping program, 41f at all possible. 


Thero has boon a continuing program in the Institutions destzned to create 


positive involvement betwoon the children wider comaitmont and the staff. 
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In our work with the acting-out child who has been removed fron hig 
home by the Courts, and conzaitted to our care and custody, wo feel thore is a 
neod for consistent controlsand roaliatic limits to be ostablishod. 

Qne of the reasons why many of the children are sent to correcttunsl 
Institutions Ls because they have not learned constructive diecsipline at home 
or in the comunity. This rosults from the fact that tho majority of adults 
4n thelr lives have mido no effort to torch then, by wont or exanple. 

Tho word tdisciplinet is oftcn confused with tpunishmont?, however, 
this connotation does not allow for a program of constructive discipline. In 
our prosont day society, discipline becomes a basic noed of both tho children 
and adults, : 

Often tho acting-out child will act first and ask questions later. 

Thus @ child in running eway will endeavour to eteal a car, endangering his Ufe 


and the lives of others. He may leave the Institution in incdecuate clothing in 
the most severe weather conditions, Thus, for his owa protection and the pro- 
tection of cthers, his acticns must have limitations. The use of linits rives 
the child sn awareness that the worker cares about him, and helps moct his need 
for security. It helps to stabilize the youngsterts immediate siturtion and 
relieves intemal and external pressuros on him. As a child 4s able to eccert 
responsibility for his behaviour, linits are expanded and he is given an itore 
tunity to accept greater derreas of responsibility. 

Thus, in our future work with children in Inatitutions, priority will be 


given to developing FPre-Relcase Units where a child may bs introduced back into 


- 


the community befora relessc, on a far prcater scale than is now available. Duri 


the past yoar, wo have dovelcped the area of community involvenent in our Instit: 
program, Tnig has been cnhanced by the appointnent of Mr. L.J. Anderson, as S: 
intendent of the Alberta Insitution for Girls, who has dono an excellent job in 
co-ordinating our commmity participation. 

We also wish to provide for greater assessment and evaluation whon a ch! 
enters an Institution. This is required to enable us to provide a mo. diversi 
treatment plan. 

At the prosont tims, the Alborta Insitution for Girls providos moro sps 


than is boing utilisod by the girls under commitment. The building is most ade 
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and allown room for diversified thorapy in rospect to the girls. Bowden, on the 
other hand, 1s overcrowdod and poorly donigned to facilitate a troatinont program 


for boys. ‘therefore plans are presently underway for converting tho Alberta In- 


stitution gor Girls invo a co=educatilonsl facility. This Wise we catidiot progect 
and encwldsallantor avrcssribnt) ac Oo wether Zow Inatitujions shovlé ba comoduce

ational, or not.) At. tha present time, our cum thinlcing and our discussions with 
exports in tho field, lead us to believe that tho advantasce of a cc-cducational 
Institution rar outweigh the disvadvantares. 


Another area of our work with Juveniles has been in the field of probation.

We accept responsibility for providing probation supsrvision to ell juveniles out- 
side the cities of Mdisonton, Calgary and Red Deer, During tho Pack, ycan,. oun work 
in this area has again inercased and, in eddition to sipervising 477 children under 
Comiutment, we were providing preosation supervision to 415 juveniles, es of Merch 
31st, 1970, Thig) compared with 35a juveniles sno wore reporting to our Officer 
on the came date of the previcus year. 
The use of Native Workers in our Probation Seyvice has been extended during

We have continued to assiet tha various eaucatierel Institutious by pro 


viding field worle placesents for thei stude tes Throwth a carefil selection of 
dutics and suporvicion, we help the student with the establishment snd use of pro= 
fessional) woridingarcletionshipes. The field work placesent alse helms them to develic: 
thoir special isxillis in interviewing and recording. It Sives them an opportunity 
put into practice tho theory that they have been receiving in tho clasrcrooms. 

Duo to heavy caseloads, wo found it necescary to increases our staff through 
the Province, by eleven Probation Officers. It wes also found necessary to increcs 
our Sumner relief poattions by two, This, beside: holping to mest our noeds when 
numerous officers are on vacation, gives Univorsity students interested in our arca 
endoavour, en opportunity to work in the field and bocomse batter acqudnited with the 
wor in corrections. 

Tho statistical reports which follow indicate that our work during the rast 
year has increased considerably. It will be noted from the statinticcl report of 
our Adult Probation Section, that there has boon an incraaso in tho m..’-sy of persor 
placed on probation during the past year, from 1,992 for the year ending March 31s",

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those childron, We have continued close working arrangemonts with the 


Juvenile Suctions of the Edmonton, Calgary, Lothbridge and Medicino Hat 
Police Forcos in the praovention and treatment of Juvonile dolinquency. 


he Family Courts operating at Etmonton, Calgary, Red Deer, Leth- 


bridge, Medicine tat and Grando Prairie, Have boen very busy during tho past 


year, providing corvice to families with domestic difficulties. The nuwiver 


of cases brought before tho Courts including Reciprocal Ordors fron othor 


Provincos, has increased to 2,814, as compared to 2,560 for the previous 


year. The Courts have collucted $1,705,163.58 during the last year in 


maintenance, as compared with $1,461,546.70 the previous yoar.
